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OAVING picked up several 
leads in a mining venture 
aver the rugged areas of Nev- 
ada.

the hills around Gold City 
boast a few claims, Satan 
hauls freight for these claims 
shoes horses — and every 
chance he gets loads his bur- 
ros and hies himself off on a 
prospecting trip. Old Madge 
rants at him for his useless- 
ness, but it is no secret that 
many of Satan's grubstakes 
are financed bv Madge's mea* 
ger savings.

When Steve Baxter comes 
to town and discovers a rich 
claim nearby. Gold City grows. 
Steve is a rugged, fresh -look- 
ing voting geologist who na- 
turally falls for Jame. 

Then Patch Harlan, a pro- 
moter from Trisco, arrives 
and things begin to boom. 




Patch knows ways and means 
of taking \he miners' dust in 
large quantities. And Patch 
takes a fancy for Janie, and 
bad blood develops between 
Steve and Patch. 

Steve, working for a large 
mining syndicate, discovers 
more claims, and Gold City 
becomes the load -stone for 
boom-town types. This new 
progress^ while detestable to 
Satan, nevertheless forces him 
to expand his business and 
while hired men do his haul- 
ing arid blacksmithing, Satan 
has time to prospect. He and 
Madge pool enough to send 
Jame off to a fine Eastern 

school. 

It is Old Madge who 
changes their fortunes. Year 
after year of hurling buckets 
of dirty wash water out her 
back door has cut a gully in 
her property. One day, while 
cussing Satan for his negli- 
gence, she heaves a bucket of 
grimy water and suds over 
him. He stumbles, sputters 
and comes up with a nugget 
the size of an egg.

The slickers 
get them, and when their ship 
docks back in 'Frisco, they 
have several thousand gold 
doorknobs (they think). The 
knobs turn out to be lead cov- 
ered with gold leaf. They buy 
a tally-ho in 'Frisco. Beauti- 
ful white horses. They mount 
liveried outriders on the 
lorses, and set out for Gold 
City in regal style. 
> They build a huge mansion 
on the edge of the town — large 
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enough to utilize .all the gold 
doorknobs, and a dazzling par- 
ty is staged, with champagne 
in bathtubs. . . . 

Dutch Muldoon, the new 
freighting boss of Cold City 
is present and under heavy 
charges of champagne, he 
challenges Satan. They pull 
off a terrific fight on the front 
lawn with bullwhips, with 
which Satan is expert. They cut 
each other to ribbons. . . • 

And on this ribald scene a 
carriage draws up and a 
dainty, beautifully costumed 
young lady steps out — Janie! 
She is aghast at Satan's shock- 
ing fight and flounces into the 
house in a huff. Satan scratch- 
es his grizzled head in puz- 
zlement and a terrible hurt 
comes into his eyes. 

Little Janie! It can't be 
little Janie! 

Satan stalks by himself. The 
blow is too much. 

Time passes. Steve's ro- 
mance blossoms with Janie, 
weathering a storm or two. 
Gold City grows. Patch Har* 
lan's criminal crowd takes 
their heavy toll. Satan Smith's 
signs crowd each other along 
the streets. Smith*s lawyer 
crams bundles of mortgages 
and deeds into a huge steel 
safe. Satan turns down no one. 
He makes loans, buys mort- 
gages, asks for no security.
